The  stems  are  more  slender  than  Jersey’s  Beauty,  yet  always  stiff,  holding  the  flowers 
erect  and  at  a  proper  angle  for  vase  work.

The  stems 
are  as  stiff  as  a  rod  and  the  blooms  are 
usually  produced  at  a  pleasing  angle  to  the 
stem.  The  past  year  it  was  grown  under 
field  culture  without  a  spray  of  any  kind, 
no  insect  seemed  to  like  its  tough  foliage.
